Five trade associations rep- 
resenting home builders, home 
sellers and home mortgage 
(lenders criticized the Presi- 
dent for not inviting repre- 
sentatives of the housing in- 
dustry to the meeting. 

Rep. Joel T. Broyhill (R-Va j 
sent the President a telegram 
urging him 'to invite farm 
leaders, builders, consumers, 
small businessmen, labor lead- 
ers and others to the meeting. 

“We must hear from all vic- 
tims of inflation if we are to 
be assured of a meaningful 
‘economic summit’ and the 
united effort needed to halt 
inflation,” Broyhill told the 
President. 

Representatives of .the hous- 
ing-related trade associations 
said in a telegram to the Pres- 
ident they were “disappoint- 
ed” not to be included. “The 
production, sale and financing 
of housing in America has 
been ravaged by the rampant 
inflation with which we are 
now faced ” they said.
